This 
handbook describes the way in which the White House' can 
be reached from any point within' the United States and 
abroad . 



2, (U) The procedures prescribed herein will improve 
appreciably the speed with which the President can reach 
t'he- Individuals covered by this plan whenever- they- are 
■away from Washington. 

3. ( U ) This handbook will be periodically revised. 

Holders should direct any questions they may have concern- 
ing the Locator System or related matters to the White 
House Communications Agency (Telephone; Government Code 
104G, or commercial 395-2000).

GENERAL PLAN 



•I. (U) -There are several telecommunications systems 

available to the Federal Government for the conduct of 
daily administrative needs. The more .important of these 
systems, such as the Defense Communications System , the 
State Department Communications System, and the Federal. 
Telecommunications System, are components of the National 
Communications System and are also used for essential 
communications during periods of national 'emergency. 
Certain additional- services are established solely for 
emergency purposes. 

2. (U) The WHITE HOUSE COMMUNICATIONS AGENCY is 

responsible for providing telecommunications service for 
the President ’ under all circumstances, - 




established telecommunications centers in protected 
facilities to be used by the President should he elect 
to operate -from one of- them during a period of national 
emergency.

CENTRAL LOCATOR .informed of your whereabouts within the 
'Washington Metropolitan area as -well as elsewhere.

contact is the White House Communications Agency switch- 
board at the White House. Should 'you be unable to contact 
this switchboard, call the telephone numbers in the order- 
listed on Page 4 of- this booklet until contact is made.

1. (U } Office of Telecommunications Policy Circular 
Number 8, dated December 31, 1971 (*J7 CPR, Part 213), 
prescribes a system of communications- precedences for 
public telephone service to be provided by all domestic 
and international telephone common carriers in. a national 
emergency. 



2. fin Should you be unable to complete a call to the 
White House Communications Agency using normal procedures, 
you should exercise telephone precedence '.’FLASH • EMERGENCY” 
i n t b e f o 1 i o w i n g in a n ner : 

Call your local operator for assistance, 
and' then state: ''This is a FLASH 

EMERGENCY- call." Then give your name 
and title and the number you are calling. 

If there is any misunderstanding or. delay, 
ask. for the Chief Operator or Supervisor ■ 
for assistance.
